plates ;the creation of a national indus- 
trial tribunal and reginoal boards of 
inquiry and adjustment, which would 
move to the settlement of-disputes be- 
fore there was any stoppage, of pro- 
duction. Decisions would have the full 
forc'e and .effect of- a trade agreement 
between the parties to the, dispute. . 
Remarking that some %public utilities, 
such as railroads, are essential' to the 
very existence of the people, the con- 
ference's tentative statement expressed 
the'opinion that ;the 
interruption in 
such enssential publlT utilities is in- 
tolerable," but the

To be successfxtl such 
tribunals must be so organized as to 
operate promptly and well as impar-

The tribunal would, in general, be a 
board of appeal, whose decisions must
